This encaatprnent is on the batiks of n 
small stream, a branch of the Neo&ho, or, 
as it is called in this region, tho Grand riv- 
er. 
It was the scene some dajH a nice of a 


sharp engage in ent between tho Union force, 
uuder Col. J. M. Williams, 1st re^imont 
Kansas colored volunteers, commanding 
that regiment and tne 2d Colorado volun- 
teers, with ti detachment of cavalry, CMCort- 
ing a train to Fort Blunt, uud a rebel force 
of Texans and Indians, urder Col, Stand- 
waitie, a Cherokee half breed. 


Tho parlicluars of the alTuir are about as 


follows: A supply tiuin, consisting of 218 
wagons, containing subdistance, Ac., lor 
Colonel Philips' command, on tho Arkan- 
sas, and a number of sutler wagons, with a 
subsistence train for thu Indian refugees, 
numbering in all about 300 wagons, left 
Fort Scott about the 25th of June. It was 
escorted by two companies of the 3d Wis- 
consin cavalry, uuder Captain Moore, who 
was in command of the escort; Iwo com- 
panies of the Uth Kansas cavalry, under 
Captain J. K.btuart; one company of the 
(jth Kaudas cavalry, and two companies 
raised for the latter regiment, but muster- 
ed into tlio new cavalry organization, the 
1 ith Kansas volunteers. This, with two 
12 pounder ho wit/.era, constituted the train 
escort. They met nothing remarkable be- 
tween Fort Scott and Baxter'a Springs, 
Here they found tho l«l Kansas, colored in- 
fantry, Colonel Williams, with a section of 
the 2d Kansas battery, and MK compunieh 
of the 2d Colorado 
volunteer inlantry, 


Lieut. Coloni-J Dodd, waiting to move with 
the train. 
Col. \VillintiiH, UH the ranking 


ollicer, assumed command of the entire 
force which reached, in effective strength, 
to about 1,000 inoii and five guns. 


Thu galtaut nlhiir coat us severely. Five 


negro soldiers weie wounded, two of the 
Colorada 2d, one Indian killed and several 
wounded, and fifteen of Col. Stuart's com- 
mand, Dili Kansas cavalry, were wounded. 
Five whito and Indian soldiers were killed. 
Major Foreman, commanding tho Indians, 
received three bovere flesh wounds, none 
of which are dangerous, and in all about 
thirty were wounded. 
The enemy had 


every advantage of position, and if they 
had had artillery, could have iruimuuriul 
themselves till their reinforccaiontu arrived 


All those in the return train present ut 


the Cabin Crook fight, unite in praising tho 
daring courage of our troops in crossing 
the stream under (ho enemj's fire. 
Espe- 


cially do they accord praise lo the \ ulor 
and discipline) of the negro Holdiers whose 
drill, morale and clan nro the ndmiratiot 
of all who come in contact with them. The 
rude uionnlum men ivnd miners of the 
'2d Colorado were, while on iho march, in 
clined to sneer ut the " niggpr-i;'' but now 
after the exhibition they witnessed of then 
courage, are emulous of according them 
full credit. 
Not one of the wounded no 


groes left his pluco in the ranks till com- 
pelled to do so by sheer exhaustion. One 
black sergeant, serving with tho ulun 
era, was severely wounded in the leg, a ball 
passitij through the calf. 
He bound it up 


to stop the blood, and nmintuuifd his place, 
loading and firing steadily, till severely 
wounded in the hand. 
Hveu then he did 


not return to camp, till, as he phrased it, 


Dat dar hand got ao mighty stiff J'/,e 


couldn't use it." 


No better evidence of tho discipline of 


the negro regiment could be found than in 
a litllo fact related by one of tho sutlers.

Espe- 
cially do they accord praise to the valor 
and discipline of the negro soldiers whose, 
drill, morale and elan are tho .admiration 
of all who tome in contact with them. The 
rude -mountain men and miners 'of the 
2d Colorado were, while'on-the march, in- 
clined to sneer &t the " niggers;" but 
now, 


after the exhibition1 they witnessed of their 
courage, are emulous of according them 
fall credit. Not oue of tbe wounded ne- 
groes left his place in the ranks till com- 
pelled to do so by sheer exhaustion. One 
black sergeant, serving with the Hkirmish- 
ersj was severely wounded in the leg, a ball 
passing thcough the calf. 
He bound it up 


to stop the blood, and maintained his place, 
loadiiig-and firing steadilj. till severely 
wounded in the hanfl; Even then he did 
hot return to camp, till, as he phrased it, 
" Dat dar hand got so mighty stiff' i'ze 
couldn't use it." 


No better evidence of the discipline of 


the negro regiment could be found than in 
a little fact related by oue of the sutlers. 
He-was compelled to move his wagons to 
that part of the train -which would come 
within the lines of the colored regiment. 
Previously he had been with the Colorado 
boys; but. they, inaugurated a 1 complete 
system of plunder. ; They "jsyhawked" 
the sutler ..unmercifully. 
My informant 


stated that he had no such little accidents 
occur after- camping .with the ne^ro regi- 
ment.

The Enrollment. 


We learn from the Madison Journal that 


the enrollment in this state haa been nearly 
completed without trouble. Less than four 
hundred soldiers* properly distributed have 
repressed riolence and protected the enroll- 
ing officers, in ail districts where resistance 
wa» attempted or threatened. Two com- 
panies bare been keeping order for a few 
days ;i certain towns in Lafayette county, 
where tho copperheads loudly boasted the 
enrollment should not be made, and armed 
and organized to resist the draft.

The draft ii the only alternative, and 
if that is permanently suspended, we can* 
not overcome the rebellion—unleaa, indeed, 
there is a general arming of the negroes, 
and the copperheads wont permit that. No 
doabl 100,000 black soldiers could have 
been bad, before this, if the government 
would protect them after they are put into 
tbe field. Stand by the draft, and arm the 
negroes, also, say we. 


Foar WAOSSR.—The St. Paul Pioneer 


states that this fortification, on Morris Is- 
land is named in honor of Col. Wagner, 
formerly of Stillwater, Minnesota, and now 
a distinguished major general in the rebel 
•ervice; having gone up step by step, from 
a clerkship in one of the departments in 
Richmond, to a very high rank among the 
fighting generals of the rebel army. 


" Surely," says the Pioneer, " no one

Some time in Mayor June, 1861, Mr. 


C. L. Vallandigharu, member of congress 
from Ohio, wrote and published n letter in 
regard to the -var, arguing against such a 
prosecution of it a9 would restore the pow- 
er of tho general government in tlio rebel- 
lious states and preserve nn integral Union. 
To support his position, ho quoted copious- 
ly from tbe last speech of Stephen A. Doug- 
las in tbe United States Senate, delivered 
before armed hostilities begun, which ad- 
vocated A peaceful adjustment of sectional 
differences. 
Tho offense of Yallandigham 


consisted in giving a wrong application to 
the Senator's teachings, making U appear 
that he was in coincidence with Vnllandig- 
ham in opposition to tho war—and his let- 
ter was at that time declared, by leading 
democratic papers (and particularly by tho 
Illinois State Register), to be " false teach- 
ing to democrats—to patriots of any parly, 
and unjust to the memory of the illustrious 
dead." 
The injustice thus doue to Senator 


Douglas, at tbe very time ho was confined 
to his couch by his last illnesa, has since 
become the crime of a Lost of pretended 
democrats, apostates from their party and 
from true loyalty; aud to place the truth 
on record with regard to the lamented dead, 
we reproduce the last political document 
ever emanating from his pen—a letter to 
the chairman of the Illinois state demo- 
cratic committee. 


CHICAGO, May 10, 18C1. 


Jfy Dear Sir;—Being deprived of the 


use of my arms at present by a severe at- 
tack of rheumatism, I nru compelled to 
avail myself of the services of au amanu- 
ensis to answer your two letters. 


It seems that some of my friends are 


unable to comprehend the difference 
be- 


tween arguments used in favor of an equi- 
table compromise with the hope of averting 
the horrors of war, and those urged in sup 
port of the government and flag of our 
countryt when war is being waged against 
the United States with the avowed purpose 
of producing a permanent disruption ot' the 
Union and a total destruction of its gov- 
ernment. 


AU hope of compromise with the cotton 


states wan abandoned when they assumed 
the position, that the separation of the Un- 
ion was complete and final, and that they 
never would consent to a reconstruction in 
any contingency—not even if we wuuld fur- 
nish them with a blank sheet of paper and 
permit them to inscribe their own terms. 


Still the hope was cherished that reason- 


able and satisfactory terms of adjustment 
could be agreed upon 
with Tennessee, 


North Carolina and the border states, mid 
that whatever terms should prove aatiufuc- 
tory to these loyal states would crcato a 
Union party in the cotton states which 
would be powerful enough at the ballot-box 
to destroy the revolutionary government 
and bring those states back into tho Union 
by the voice of their own people. This 
hope was cherished by Union wen north 
and south, and was never abandoned until 
actual war was levied at Charleston, and 
the authorative announcement made by the 
revolutionary government at Montgomery, 
that the secession flag would be placed an 
the walls of tbe capital at Washington, and 
a proclamation issued inviting tho pirutts 
of the world to prey upon the commerce of 
the United States. 


These startling facts, taken in connec- 


tion with the boasted announcement that 
the ravages of war and carnage should be 
quickly transferred from-the cotton fields 
of the south to the whent Gelds and corn 
fields of the north, furnish tho conclusive 
evidence that it was the fixed purpose of 
the secessionists utterly to destroy the gov- 
ernment of our fathers aud obliterate the 
United States from tbe map of the world. 


In view" of this state of facts there was 


but one path of duty left to patriotic men. 
It was not a party question, nor a question 
involving partisan policy ; it was a ques- 
tion of government or no government; 
country or no country ; aud hence it be- 
came the imperative duty of every Union 
man,every friend of [constitutional liberty, to 
rally to tbe support of our common coun- 
try, its government and ling, as the only 
means of checking the progress of revolu- 
tion and of preserving tho union of tho 
states. 


I am unable to answer the question in 


respect to tho policy of Mr. Lincoln and 
his cabinet. I am not in their confidence, 
as you and the whole country ought to bo 
aware. I am neither tho supporter of tho 
partizan policy nor the apologist for tho 
errora of the administration. My previous 
relations to them remain unchanged ; but 
I trust the time will never come when 1 
shall uot be willing to mako any needful 
sacrifice of personal feeling and partizan 
policy for the honor aud integrity of my 
country. 


Iknow of no mode by which n loyal citi- 


zen may so well demonstrate his devotion to 
his country as by austaininy the jhiy, the 
constitution and the Union, UNDER AI.LCIH- 
CUSSSTANCES, and under every adtninistra 
tiont [regardless ofnarty politics,) against 
all assailants, at home and abroad. 
Tho 


course of Clay and Webster towards the 
administration of Qen. Jackaon, iu the days 
of nullification, presents a noble and wor- 
thy example for all true patriots. At the 
very moment that fearful crisis waa pre- 
cipitated upon the country, partizan strife 
between whigs and democrats was quitu as 
bitter and relentless as now between dem- 
ocrats and republicans. The gulf which 
separated party leaders in those days was 
quite.as broad and deep*as that which now 
separates the democracy from the republi- 
cans. 


But the moment an enemy rose in our 


midst, plotting the dismemberment of the 
Union, and the destruction of the Govern- 
ment, the voice of partisan strife was hush- 
ed in patriotic silence. One of tho bright- 
est chapters in the history of our country 
will record the fact that during thia event- 
ful period the great leaders.of the opposi- 
tion, sinking the partisan in the patriot, 
rushed to the support of the Government, 
and became its ablest aud best defenders 
against all assailants until the conspiracy 
waa crushed and ended, when they returned 
to their former positions ns party leaders 
upon political issues. 


These acts of political devotion have nev- 


er been deemed evidences of infidelity or 
political treachery, on the part of Claj-and 
Webster, to the principles and organizations 
of the old whig party. Nor have I tiny ap- 
prehension that the firm aud unanimous 
support which the democratic leaders and 
masses are now giving to the constitution 
and the Union wfll ever bo deemed eviden- 
ces of infidelity to democratic principles, 
or a want of loyalty to the organization aud 
creed of the democratic party. If we hopu 
to regain and perpetuate the ascendancy of 
our party, we should never forget that a
